2. Claims 1, 3-16 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art taken singly or in combination does not teach or suggest, a programmable 
graphics pipeline for processing and rendering variable length multimedia, wherein different 
types of multimedia are divided into partitions of differing lengths, among other things, 
comprising "an enhanced texture cache. . . configured to store multiple partitions that are of 
differing lengths, to enable storage of the different types of multimedia data." 

The closest prior art, Van Hook et al. and Ezer et al. teach a method of processing 
multimedia, comprising an instruction cache, a register file, a vector function unit. 

However, the cited references fail to teach the limitations of the enhanced texture cache 
mentioned above.
